BRITISH TRADE WITH THE FAR 
EAST 


The following suminary of the Board of 
Trade Returns istaken from the L. & C, 
Express:— 3 

With regard to the dotails of our trade 
with the Fav East, there was a consider: 
able decrease last month in the export of 
cotton: yarn to Chins, Japan and: tho 
Straits. For the ten months, China and 
the Straits show 2% decreasc, but the figures 
for Japan are larger by over 4,000,000 lbs, 
Taking the total trado in all kinds of piece- 
goods, there was a falling-off last month in 
the export of this class of goods to China, 
Japan, and the Philippines Ielands,:. the 
shrinkage being most pronounced in the 
owe of Chinn, The figuros~-for~the 
Dutch East Indies and the Straits 
Settlements , indicate a considerablo 
improfeineiit.
